In another colums we publish some actount 
of recent attacks by the Papists in Ireland 
on the religious liberties of our Protestant 
brethren. As members of a great Alliance, 
whose objects are clearly stated on the front 
of this Magazine, we desire to uphold every. 
where the practice of Religious Liberty, and 
thus we must all regret that physical violence 
of any kind, in however slight a degree, was 
offered by the Protestants to the Papists in 
Belfast. That matter, however, seems to 
have been a sudden outburst and the accounts 
of it greatly exaggerated, whercas from every 
side there are indications that the treatment 
of Dr. Long in Limerick by the Roman 
Catholic Hierarchy was only a part of a 
prolonged, systematic, and continued effort 
by that Church to obtain again supreme 
dominion, first in Ireland, and subsequently, if | 
it may be, throughout these countries. A 
feeling of profound distrust hasbeen awakened 
here as well as in Ireland by the decision of 
the Limerick magistrates, and not only by 


_ the decision but by the general demeanour 
of the Bench and the remarks, altogether 
superfluous, which fell from the Resident 
Magistrate. Those who are at all acquainted 
with the conduct of judicial proceedings will 
be amazed at the permission given by the 
Bench at the close of the case to the Rev. Mr. 
Shanahan, P.P., to harangue the magistrates, 
the police, and the public in court, and to use 
words which certainly tended to stir up the 
Roman Catholics to continue the same 
scenes.

Wyndham's answers are certainly not calcu- 
lated to allay the feeling of anxiety which our 
readers will feel. It is right that Liberty of 
Worship should be given to all, but the time 


has come when, irrespective of aii party con- 


siderations, the Government should declare, — 


with clearness and emphasis, that this Great 
Britain is a Protestant country, and that, 
while we freely give the Papists a home, it is 
not that they may be permitted to turn and 
rend us. In our last issue, at p. 141, we 
published The Declaration against Popery, 
which has set forth the established policy of 
the British organisation from the first. That 
Declaration urges all Christian brethren, of 
whatever denomination, “to employ their 
ulmosl influence cach im the several spheres, 
according to the Word of God, to check the 
further progress of this deadly System of 
Supersiilion.” Individual members should 
strengthen our hands at this time. 

Speaking on behalf of the British Govern- 
ment, Sir James Ferguson, some. ten years 
ago, said that England would not oppose 
China if she decided to put a prohibitcry 
duty upon opium. Within the last fortnight 
it was noted in the cable news that Sir 
Robert Hart had proposed that the taxation 
of home-grown opium should be increascd. 
He says nothing in his proposal with regard

China has to pay a large indemnity in the 
receipt of which other nations must share as 
well as ourselves, she may well be permitted 
by Great Britain to place prohibitory duties

And this 
was in 1864. What must they be now if the sam 
of their sympathisers were made known, and more 
particularly the sum of their possessions ? 

“ Therefore, it is necessary to contend without 
mercy against the Company of Jesus. Modern 
society, with its institutions based on liberty of 
conscience and the right of examination, has no 
more dangerous enemy. 

“ Let not Portuguese Liberals, therefore, slumber 
or become wearied of the campaign!

“Dear Mr. .. . I now send you 
a translation of the address presented to the King 
by the Liberal Union, and of His Majesty's 
answer.

Jesuits as such, are not dealt with, their name is 
not even mentioned in the Decree, neither are 
the Orders declared to be illegal. The Decree, a 
rather lengthy document, of which I shall send 
you a translation as soon as I can find time to 
make it, concerns itself .first with declaring 
monastic znd conventual vows forbidden, and 
then invites all communities which support bene- 
ficent or scholastic institutions to present their 
rules within six months to be legalised by the 
Government. 

“Of course, it is true that many of the best 
schools are supported by the Orders, and for peace 
and order's sake hardly be peremptorily 


at the course the Government have thought fit to 
pursue. The Lisbon papers mostly condemn the 
_ Government's action as not representing the voice 
of the people. The Liberal Union are considering 
the matter to-day, and I fancy the disappointment 
is great.

“Sire l—With the respect due to the august 
Chief of the State, but with the exemption and 
firmness which belong to independent citizens, 
the undersigned approach your Majesty imploring 
the employment of prompt and efficacious 
measures that to the law may be restored its 
authority, and to consciences their tranquility, as 
the only means of calming the agitation, profound 
and hidden, yet ostensive and noisy, which con- 
vulses the whole country, and most especially the 
city of Oporto. 

“ Sire |—This city, so jealous of its privileges 


and liberties, so proud of its glorious traditions, 


possessing engraved on its paving stones and on

Here 
we have not a mere political speculation, for the 
encouragement of disorder ; here is a movement 
of opinion and of consciences, in which all such 
as have Liberal beliefs hold together, and in which 
all social classes agree, working-men and masters, 
commercial men and men of science, the people 
with its force and vehemence of feeling, academi- 


cal youth with an enthusiasm? full of ideal and — 


greatness, old men with the prudence and reflec- 
tion natural to age, and the young with the ardour 
which gives impulse and animates. 

“ Sire, Liberal instincts, written with ink in the 
fundamental law of the country and with blood on 
the walls of this city, have been for some time 
past forgotten, if not betrayed, by the successive 
Governments of the nation. Free manifestation 
of thought is kept down, the Press is persecuted 
when it interprets the national sentiment, the 
right of meeting together is interfered with, the 
right of association is restricted, liberty of vote 
and the right of suffrage are converted into a 
fraud, and the right of Petition itself is so circum- 
scribed that the echo of public opinion cannot 
possibly reach the hearing of your Majesty with 
sufficient energy to silence the voices of uncon- 
scientious courtesans (or courtiers). 

“ Nevertheless on those principles, conquered 
through the cost of much blood and many sacri- 
fices, rests the throne of your Majesty. By them, 
and by them only, were our ancestors enabled to 
endure the hardships of exile, filling the prisons 
in cruel captivity, ascending the scaffold with the 
resignation of martyrs, and falling pierced by 
fratricidal bullets with the bravery of heroes. 

“ By them, and only by them, the Portuguese of 
to-day raise the national standard o'ertopped by 
the Royal Crown. Wherever, therefore, the field 
on which flutters the flag of the country’s Jiberties 


nnd the hneds which bear tt there, 
and only there, do true Liberals behold the symbol 
of their beliefs, the holy place of their civic 

“ Sire, the strong protests of the Portuguese soul 
are not raised against the religion of the State, 
neither against the national clergy ; but they are 
raised, in the mame of the law, in the name of 
Liberal traditions, and in the name of the defence 
of the domestic hearth against the intruding 
clergy, against the invading foreigner, against the 
priest without a country, the oppressor of con- 
science, the profamer of the sanctuary of the 
family, and violator of the laws of the country.
